Near itisa 
bronze Buddha, 30 feat high, cast in layers 5 
fuot thick. It dates from the same period. 
On the pedestal sre the names and titles of 
wore tha two hundred eunnchs at that 
time, The capital was then in Shensi, but 
Peking had been » subordinate capital of 
tho Wei, and thia made it important. | The 
pagoda is 276 feet in height, and has 
thirteen stories, It was built about sixty- 
six years after the Emperor Justinian 
built tha Cathedral uf Saint Sophia in 
Conatvntinople. There is in the British 
Islands no building anything like so old as 
this pagoda, except parts of the Tower of 
London possibly. Nor in Ohina are there 
Many pagedas that have so great an anti- 
quity, Pérhaps it is only at Trient'ai and 
Wut'ai that such ancient pagodas are to be 
acen.. It is made of wall-puent bricks on a 
square pistiorm 6 feet high and 12) feet in

- INDIAN CONSTABLE. 

Nandh Singh, on Indian Constable, waa 
chacgod with causing the death of a Chiness 
boy on 5th Qutober last by kicking and 
otherwioe moltrenting him. Tho prisoncr 

leaded not vuiley anil was dofended by Mr 
Francis, The following genilomon were 
aworn as 4 jury :—Mossra A. G. Botelho, 
C. G. RK. Brodorsen, 0, A. do Cruz, John 
Gray, 5S, E. da Luz, A. Harvey and o. O, 
Corveth. . : 

Tho Attornoy Genoral eaid the prisonor 
wos charged with moaualaughter, It was 
not alleged that he killed the decenaed with 
malice nforethought or with intention, but 
that he anlawfally caused hia death. The 
atory for the prosecution was that un the 
6th October, about half-past eeven in tho 
morning, the prisoner was seen pursuing a 
number of emall boys, apparently coming 
from the neighbourhood of a place 
whore a fira had recently occurred, and 
whera the constable was on guard Tt 
was alleged that tho conalable chased 
a boy and caught hold of him by the 
queue and pulled or shoved him upon the 
ground, and, ofter the boy was on tho. 
ground, that -he trampled two. or throa 
times on is back, ‘The boy got up again 
and the constable -gavo him a kick on the 
private parts and thon another kick on the 
side. That was the story for tha prosecu- 
tion. There could be no doubt, that the 
boy died a violent death immiediately after 
these blows and kicks wore said to be in- 
ficted. There was reason toapticipate o 
dofence supported by witnesses who would 
give a different version of what tovk place. 
He might tell the jury that it would be that 
the policeman used no violence and that 
the boy's death was caused’ by his 
falling over a stone ur some other ob- 
ataclo in the way and rupturing hia 
apleen. There would be certain niedical 
testimony which would. establish that 
the cause of death was ruptura of the 
apleop. That would, however, leavo opco 
on the evidence the question as to how the 
rupture was bronght on. On the part of 
the prosecutign he pat it thab.the constable 
was using. unlawful force or acting in an 
unlawfully violent manner to that-boy, and 
that if he did use such unlawfal violence, 
even if the ultimate cause uf death was not 
kicking as described but rupture of the 
spleen from a fall caused by unlawful vio- 
leuce, more than necessary force in the 
arrest of the buy, that would be an unluw- 
ful act, and whatever might be th» degreo 
of guilt the jury might attach to it, 
in the eye of tho law, which waa jealous 
above all things of the value of human 
life, it would be manslaughter. 

Fur the prosecrtion two witnesses stated 
that they saw ‘the constable puraue and 
assault the Chinese boy in the manner des- 
cribed, Awitness for the defence stated 
that he saw the buy while runing slon; 
the road fall on & stone and injure himself. 
The medical. evidence given by Dra Ayres 
and Hartigan, who made a post mortem 
examination on the body, wan to the effact 
that no marks of violence were visible on 
the body except s slight bruise on the left 
aide. The cause cf death was anid tv be 
tupture of the aplean, which organ, it was 
stated, was greatly enlarged sud liable to 
rupture from very alight cause, .

The sickness prevalent -hero, around 
Gaiping, andiv Peking, during the autumn, 
has quite disappeared, and, for the time, all 
tha rogions named sre unusually healthy, 
Food everywhere is cheap and plentiful, and 
for Ishourers, farme’s, boatmen, and car- 
tier it kas been a good your. 

About two years ago a factory was found- 
ed on the southern bank of the river, at a 
place not far off, for making various kinds 
of safety matches to conipete with or dis- 
place the German and Austrian. matches 
which come to the port in very large qranti- 
ties, and meet witha ready sale in ali the 
towns and fujrs of the province, and even in 
Mongvlia, Bhensi, Shansi, ete. The Kog- 
lish matches are dedrer, and their higher 
prico militatesngainat their side. So, uuder 
considerable difficulties, owing to disputes 
amongst the founders, law suits, ete, a 
factory was established. At firat the mat- 
ches, although they ignited well cnungh, 
wore by no means equal in appearance to 
the foreign produots,. but experience, new 
machinery, improved manipulation, cte., 
have st last succeeded in manufacturing an 
article that is in all respecia equal to that 
imported, and, besides, is cheaper. The 
matches made at the Chineso factory are put 
up in paper cylindrical boxes, each bor econ- 
taining 250 lights, Ignition ia eayy and 
certain, and in this respect the matehes are 
vastly proferabla to thoay made in Japan. 
Many of ‘the Japanese make seem, for mo- 
tives-of economy, to be tippod with red 
paint, and we have often had boxes which 
had scarce one ignitabla match. - Tho Chi. 
feso manufacture is now fairly oatablished, 
and gives employment toabout'ons hundred 
porsons, and, ay the sales increase. re. 
galarly, it promissa to becuma 4 consider. 
able aud valuabloinduatry.—! hineas Zimes,
